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COMPARATIVE TRENDS IN U.S. EXPORTS AND 
IMPORTS OF PRINTED PRODUCTS

The U.S. printing and publishing industry is the world’s 
largest, with total U.S. printed product sales estimated at 
over $68 billion (current dollars) for 1980. The size of the 
U.S. market, combined with a necessarily strong customer / 
supplier service-oriented relationship, has generally led the 
industry to focus its attention on meeting the needs of the 
large domestic market rather than seeking sales overseas. 
Exports of U.S. printed products have therefore rarely 
exceeded 2 percent of the industry’s total sales for any given 
year. 

Despite this low proportion of exports to total shipments, 
the U.S. has become the world leader in the foreign trade in 
printed products. Foreign interest in the United States—its 
technology, activities, ideas, and expressions—has created 
growing international markets for U.S. printed products. 
This ggowth has been enhanced since 1977 by an inter- 
national rate of exchange in which the weakness of the U.S. 
dollar has assisted in the foreign purchase of U.S. products, 
including printed matter. Recent firming of the U.S. dollar, 
beginning in mid-1980, has to date had no noticeable impact 
on U.S. exports of printed products. 

In addition, international trade in printed products 
benefits from a UNESCO-sponsored “Agreement on the 
Importation of Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Material” (also known as the Florence Agreement), which 
the United States joined in 1966 and to which most of the 
primary U.S. trading partners now adhere. This trade 
instrument provides for the duty free import of books, 
printed music, newspapers, periodicals, tourist literature, 
and maps/atlases/charts/ globes. Based on 1980 trade 
figures, the Florence Agreement covers over 74 percent of 
total U.S. dollar volume exports of printed products and 
approximately 72 percent of total U.S. printed product 
imports. 

Exports of the U.S. graphic arts industry approached $1.2 
billion in 1980, while U.S. imports of printed matter were 
just under $600 million (both values expressed in current 
dollars). 

Those U.S. printers and publishers who engaged in 
international trade have, on average, recorded higher 
annual rates of growth for their exported products than 
their graphic arts colleagues whose attention is exclusively 
domestic. During the period 1970-80, for example, exports 
of U.S. books and magazines—which generally represent 
over 70 percent of total U.S. printed product exports— 
increased at an average annual rate of 12.3 percent, while 
apparent consumption of U.S. books and magazines 
between 1970 and 1980 expanded at an average annual rate 
of 10.5 percent. 


Foreign Trade Overview 


The growth of U.S. trade in printed products is displayed 
in figure |. Data on a unit or quantity basis is not collected 
for many product categories in the graphic arts sector; 
hence, the values plotted in figure | represent shipments in 
current dollars. As shown on this chart, U.S. exports of 
printed materials surged to $1,150 million in 1980 from $334 
million in 1970, an average annual increase of 13.2 percent. 
Imports of printed products by the United States rose to 
$595 million in 1980 from $170 million in 1970, recording an 
average gain of 13.4 percent per year. Although printed 
matter imports have increased at a slightly faster pace than 
exports, the U.S. maintains a favorable trade balance in the 
international sales of graphic arts products. The surplus of 
exports over imports increased to $555 million in 1980 from 
$164 million in 1970. 

A shared language, common interests through historical 
ties, and relative geographic proximity have made Canada 
and the United Kingdom the two principal trading partners 
of the United States. As shown in figure 2, these countries 
purchased 54 percent of total U.S. printed product exports 
in 1980. In turn, 46 percent of total U.S. printed product 
imports came from Canada and the United Kingdom. 
Figure 2 depicts the primary trading countries of the United 
States, with trade shares identified on a percentage basis, 
relating to U.S. exports and imports of printed materials in 
1980. The past decade has revealed some significant shifts in 
the relative shares of U.S. exports and imports held by 
major countries vis-a-vis printed product trade with the 
United States. The following table compares the shares (in 
percent) of the total U.S. printed product exports to major 
countries for 1970 and 1980:

While U.S. exports to all of these countries have increased 
substantially since 1970, the United States has increased its 
share of exports to the United Kingdom, Australia, and 
West Germany, but recorded a relative decline in the shares 
of exports shipped to Canada and Japan. U.S. imports of

printed products have undergone similar shifts in trade 
positions, as noted by the following table which shows 
major country shares on a percentage basis.

Shares of U.S. imports held by the United Kingdom, 

Japan, West Germany, and Italy declined in the period 

1970-80, while solid gains were registered by Canada and 
Hong Kong. 


Perspective and Obstacles to Trade Evaluation 


An economic analysis of foreign trade in printed products 
faces several technical obstacles. Unit or quantity data on 
many printed products are frequently not mandated for col- 
lection by the Federal Government, particularly data on 
exports. In addition, no price index has been established to 
cover either exports or imports of printed or published 
products traded by the United States. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics has a price index series for both exports and 
imports of Standard International Trade Classification 
(SITC) 64—‘“paper, paperboard, and manufactures 
thereof,” but its applicability as a proxy for measuring the 
prices of printed products is questionable. Further, the BLS 
series on export prices of paper is not available for the years 
prior to 1978. Despite the absence of export and import 
printed product price indices, there may be conditions under 
which the application of certain other indexes could be 
satisfactorily substituted. Possible substitutes might include 
(1) for exports, the BLS producer price index for paper, and 
(2) for imports, the BLS import price index for paper, as 
described earlier. As noted above, quantity measurements in 
the foreign trade of printed products leave much room for 
improvement: only two of the 15 export categories and 10 of 
the 15 import categories show units of quantity over the 
period 1970-80. 

Further, data on individual shipments of U.S. exports 
valued at less than $500—and imports at less than $250— 
are not collected. Since printed products—especially 
shipments of books—are generally low-valued items, an in- 
determinate amount of foreign trade in these articles is not 
accounted for. 

Analysis must also recognize limitations on U.S. printed 
product export statistics as a result of the problem of 
transhipments. The United States, for example, sells 
millions of dollars of books to the U.S.S.R. and the 
countries of Eastern Europe, yet most of these sales do not 
show up in the Census data. These countries are usually 
serviced by U.S. publishers’ distribution facilities in the 
United Kingdom or Western Europe, and the Census export 
data reflect only shipments to these initial sectors. 

Despite these drawbacks, the statistics supplied by the 
Bureau of the Census on U.S. foreign trade in printed 
products are both current and extensive. Table | shows 
Census statistics on U.S. exports and imports of printed 
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matter for the period 1970-80. Data for 15 specific product 
categories are given in current dollars. Statistics for units of 
quantity are also provided, where such figures are collected 
by the Census Bureau. 


Assessing Export Growth 


Books and playing cards are the only U.S. export product 
categories that show reliable quantity data for the years 1970 
to 1980. Units of quantity are given for albums and 
blankbooks and manifold business forms, but the quantity 
statistics shown for 1979 and 1980 are highly inaccurate 
because of improper reporting on the export declaration 
forms. Beginning in 1978, units of quantity became available 
on U.S. exports of calendars, decals, greeting cards, labels, 
newspapers, and postcards. However, the collection of unit 
data on U.S. exports of printed music and periodicals was 
eliminated in 1978. 

Books are the primary product export of the United 
States, traditionally accounting for 44 to 52 percent of total 
value of U.S. printed product exports. On a unit basis, 
exports of U.S. books grew at an average annual rate of 7.8 
percent during the 1970-80 period. In current dollars, the 
rate of growth averaged | 1.3 percent annually over this time 
frame. A comparison of quantity data to export receipts 
indicates that the price of U.S. books for export increased at 
an annual rate of just under 4 percent per year between 1970 
and 1980. This comparatively moderate advance in the price 
of U.S. books sold abroad is far below the price increases on 
U.S. books sold domestically, which averaged 8 to 10 
percent per year over the period 1970-80. However, there is 
reason to believe that the composition of U.S. book exports 
changed considerably between 1970 and 1980: low value 
paperback books may have gradually displaced high value 
hardcover books over this time frame. Our estimate of the 
average rate of price increase for books exports did not take 
this fact into account. Therefore, we might have somewhat 
underestimated the rate of increase of the price level of U.S. 
books for export. Export data on U.S. books do not 
distinguish between hardcover and paperback editions. U.S. 
books are sold to over 140 countries, but the combined 
purchases of Canada, the United Kingdom, and Australia 
account for approximately two-thirds of total annual sales. 

Export values of U.S. playing cards increased at an 
annual average rate of 13.1 percent, but most of these gains 
came through price increases. Unit sales of packs of 
playing cards increased only 2.1 percent per year in this 
period, implying a rate of price increase averaging in excess 
of 10 percent annually. U.S. playing cards are very popular 
in the Far East: Hong Kong, Taiwan, and Singapore 
accounted for over 45 percent of total U.S. playing card 
exports in 1980. 

The lack of data on units of quantity of U.S. exports of 
printed products places constraints on evaluating growth of 
the international market. Although the data for many 
categories are available only in current dollars and no price 
index is readily available, it may be useful to note that only 
one U.S. printed product export category—postcards— 
failed to reach an average annual rate of growth in current 
dollars of at least 10 percent in the period 1970-80. The 
following table shows U.S. export product categories, 
ranked according to rates of growth (in current dollars), for 
the period 1970-80:

Postcards 


Exports of U.S. printed products make a unique 
contribution to the Nation’s international trade position. 
Since over 70 percent of U.S. printed products sold abroad 
are purchased because of their informational and 
educational values—essentially U.S. books, periodicals, 
and newspapers—such products also serve to promote the 
utilization and sale of those U.S. goods and services 
mentioned or described in such printed materials. 


Import Penetration 


Imports of U.S. printed products grew to $595 million in 
1980 from $170 in 1970 (current dollars). The average 
annual growth rate of U.S. imports was 13.4 percent for this 
period, slightly above the 13.2 percent rate recorded by U.S. 
exports of printed products. A strong interest in the 
published works of foreign lands has resulted in consider- 
able U.S. imports of selected printed products. Books, 
magazines, and newspapers have a combined dollar value 
representing over two-thirds of total U.S. printed product 
imports and all three items enter the United States free of 
duty. Shipments from Canada, the United Kingdom, and 
Japan accounted for over 58 percent of U.S. imports of all 
printed products in 1980. 

Quantity statistics are available on most U.S. printed 
product imports. The following table lists the average 
annual rate of change in unit statistics for the 1970-80 
period:

Most of the above products had associated dollar value 
rates of growth that exceeded their growth in units of 
quantity. Imports of labels, for example, showed an average 
annual rate of unit growth of 11.9 percent and a rate of 
current dollar growth of 25.2 percent, implying an average 
annual price increase in excess of 12 percent. Imports of 
newspapers showed an average unit growth of 24.8 percent 
annually between 1970 and 1980; the dollar value increases 
averaged only 17.8 percent annually, implying an average 
unit price decline of about 6 percent per year in this period. 


Quantity data are not provided for three categories of 
U.S. imports: music in books or sheets, periodicals, and the 
combined products of maps/atlases/charts/ globes. 
Expressed in current dollars, the rate of increase of imports 
of printed music averaged 5 to 9 percent annually in the 
period 1970-80, while the two latter categories had shipment 
increases averaging 10 to 14 percent annually. 


Summary 


The combined value of U.S. exports and imports of 
printed products, expressed in current dollars, approached 
$1.8 billion in 1980. Average annual rate of growth exceeded 
13 percent for both exports and imports in this period, with 
exports rising to $1.2 billion from $334 million and imports 
reaching $595 million from $170 million. 


The analysis of U.S. trade in printed products faces 
several obstacles. Unit data are not collected for many 
export product categories, and no price index has been 
developed for such products. Reliance on current dollar 
figures must perforce make allowances for price increases in 
attempting to assess real growth. 


The available data, however, tend to support the observa- 
tion that U.S. trade in printed products underwent 
moderate growth, both quantitatively and through price 
increases, in the period 1970-80. Such growth as can be 
measured reflects a sizeable U.S. market open to printed 
products of foreign manufacture. Though less quantifiable, 
it appears that an increased number of U.S. firms are finding 
profitable markets abroad, spurred by programs such as 
DISC— Domestic International Sales Corporation—and 
the growth of government/trade association seminars 
focusing On international trade.
